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Narberth's Civic Spirit 

Challenged By Confirmatory 
Election Next Monday 

EVERY PUBLIC SPIRITED VOTER SHOULD TURN OUT AND 

BACK UP THE OVERWHELMING PLAYGROUND 

MAJORITY REGISTERED IN NOVEMBER 

On next Monday, February 6, an important special election will be 
held in Elm Hall. Narberth. 

Its purpose will be to ratify the decision readied by our citizens 
in November, when 731 votes were cast in approval of the plan to pur- 
chase the railroad plot for Community purposes. 

A most unfortunate error on the part of the county officials precluded 
the immediate fulfillment of the popular will. 

It may have been possible' to have overcome the technicality with 
a court decision, in view of the pronounced majority in favor of the 
purchase, but the procedure would probably have bc?i, long drawn out, 
and was not regarded as nearly as satisfactory as a formal confirmation 
of the first result by a special election. 

The County is paying for this special election. 

Councils, governed by the wish of the people so manifestly declared, 
at once prepared another ordinance similar in all respects to the original 
one, and fixed the time for the special election at the earliest possible 
date at which it could occur under the procedure necessary. 

That date is Monday, next, February 6. 

The proverb says that ill winds always blow some good, and it has 
been so in this instance, as the Bonds can now be issued at a lower rate 
than -would have been the case in the Fall, and the further consideration 
of the matter which the complication made necessary has revealed many 
additional advantages to Narberth which are combined in the approval 
of the purchase. 

The outstanding benefit is the manner in which the purchase will 
safeguard us against an exhorbiting future tax rate. 

In our clubs, associations, etc-, it is customary to move for unani- 

-n uns a pproval of an Important action, particularly elections, where 

division has previously occurred, but the opportunity has seldom if ever 
been presented in a municipal election. 

It will be interesting to watch how Narberth will rise to the unusual 
occasion. 

That we are put on our mettle goes without question, but there iJ 
great optimism that a handsome spirit will prevail and that if the vote 
for approval is not altogether unanimous, it will be nearly so. 

Many voters who, for various reasons, were not in favor of the plan 
in November, have since declared their intention to vote "yes" on 
Monday. 

In some instances, it will be because of a better understanding of 
all the facts of the project, but in numerous cases, it will be because of 
a wholesome desire to respect the will of the majority. 

Let us have confidence in the calibre of our Community. 

During the last week, the presiding officers of tho various Narberth 
activities have joined together in a Citizens' Committee to insure unani- 
mous approval, and in their statement, they urge all voters, men and 
women, to come out and vote "yes" at Monday's election. 

Our, TPwn, believing ni°st heartily in- the, proposal, and acting for 
the Civic Association, also calls on our people to spare a few minutes 
for the important duty of voting at this election to ratify. 

We want our Borough to continue as a strictly residential community. 
Vote "yes" that it might be so. We want our Schools to expand and 
progress. A vote of "yes" will help that come to pass. We want a 
future tax rate that will not be burdensome on us. A vote of "yas" 
will save us thousands of dollars. We want outdoor facilities that other 
towns have and which a place like Narberth should not be without. A 
vot« of "yes" will bring that about. 

It would indeed be a sorry spectacle if we did not avail ourselves 
of a very extraordinary opportunity. 

By all means, vote YES.
